The survey produced a vast array of responses -- so varied that even those that received 
just two or more votes are worth mentioning. For instance, some classes, like Philosophy of 


uman Nature, came up as both the class learned the most from and the class that was the 
ggest blow-off, illustrating how some students’ favorite classes may be other students’ 
biggest waste of time. 

For favorite professor, Carey Kaplan from the English Department received the most votes 
with seven. Other professors that were named often were Bill Wilson (Policital Science), M. 
Birger Benson (Business), Luis Quiroz (Modern Languages), Vincent Buldoc (Sociology) and 
Roberta Tansman (History). 

For classes that seniors would recommend to underclassmen, Critical Theory, Labor 
Relations, Feminist Political Thought and Principles of Speech were popular. Critical Theory 
and Feminist Political Thought, along with Metaphysics, were also mentioned as classes 
where students learned the most. 

Seniors said they would warn underclassmen against taking computer programming, 
History of Psycology, any intensive language and Physics. 

The purpose of this survey is not just to let the seniors see how they, as a class, view the 
professors and classes at St. Michael's, but also for the underclassmen to use as advice when 
deciding what classes to take in the future.
